Effect of Repeal on Treaty 


and Various Features of

Washington, April 13.—Secretary 


Bryan in a statement made public 
today lengthily revives the Panama 
tolls question, and in the course of 
*he statement declares that the re- 
peal of the tolls exemption in the 
Panama Canal Act "cannot be con- 
strued to be a construction of the 
Hay-iPauncefote 
treaty" 
but 
is 


"simply a refusal on the part of the 
United States to raise that question 
in that way." 


Mr. Bryan discusses various fea- 


tures of the subject—the 
limiting 


of debate in'the House of Represen- 
tatives, the Baltimore platform, and 
the effect of repeal on the treaty. 


Claiming that the 
opponents of 


the repeal had 
seized 
upon 
the 


charge that the President was "sur- 
rendering to England," Mr. Bryan 
declared that the opposition to the 
repeal had attempted to appeal* "to 
prejudice rather than to reason." 


"What has Great Britain donaf? ' 


he asked, "to justify the accusation 
that she is trying to dictate to this 
country.. She has simply called at- 
tention to the terms of the treaty 
and asked for arbitration 
of 
the 


question of construction, 
in 
case 


this government differs 
from 
the 


British government in the construc- 
tion to be placed upon the lan- 
guage. The very men who are so 
Insistent upon construing the treaty 
to permit free tolls, 
delayed 
for 


months the ratification of the treaty 
with Great Britain because of their 
opposition- to any arbitration of the 
subject? 
In other words they con- 


strued the treaty to permit discrim- 
ination, and then objected to allow- 
ing ary international court to ex- 
press an opinion on the subject. If, 
as a matter of fact, the treaty grants 
the rights 
which Great 
Britain 


claims, is it a 'surrender to Great 
Britain' for our nation to repeal a 
law that rafted tne Question? 
The 
repeal of the law cannot be con- 
strued to be a construction of the 
treaty.

plications for parole, it is probable 
thatlhe application 'Gt -Former Stale 
Senator Isaac Huffman will be acted 
upon. 
The 
application was 
filed 


several months ago but action \vas 
p stponed. 


It is also said that the application 


for the parole of Rodney J. Diegle, 
former sergeant at arms of the Sen- 
ator will come up at the meeting 
this week. The Diegle application 
has been postponed from 
time to 


time, and so far has neither been 
rejected nor granted, but has merely 
been awaiting action by the board. 


Members of the board refuse to 


discuss either application. 


If the/paroles are not granted at 


this time they 
will not 
come up 


again until J.une meeting, and in the 
meantime the term of Diegle will 
expire and he will be released by 
expiration of his sentence. 


The term of Diegle will expire 


May 8 but that of Mr. Huffman not 
for several months.

dent and Secretary Bryan. The first 
of these took place at

with Mr. Bryan. 


Mr. Lind greeted 
inquirers 
by 


asking if it were true that Rear Ad- 
miral Mayo had been ordered to re- 
voke his demand for the firing of a 
salute to American commanders at 
Tampico and when he was inform- 
ed that President Wilson had insist- 
ed that the salute be fired, he smil- 
ed approvingly. 
Mr. Littd said his 


plans were not definite and depended 
largely on his talks with President 
Wilson and Secretary 
Bryan. 
He 


left Mexico at his *wn request, 
he 


said, because he needed 
rest and 


change. 


He intimated that he was ready 
to go back should 
a contingency 
arise requiring his return. 


It is understood that Mr. Lind 


brings the president a good deal of 
information that has not been com- 
municated 
through 
official tele- 


grams but that information waiteald 
to be descriptive of general condi- 
tions and in no way affecting the 
diplomatic% status affairs.

strike since July 23 "last voted yester- 
day to call off the Ihftfctf, tcXtil MBgto 
an announcement made today by 
"Charles E. Hietela, district secretary 
of the Western Federation, of Miners. 
The figures will not be given out un- 
til after a meeting of the district 
board this afternoon. 


It is unofficially reported that the 


majority in favor of calling off the 
strike was 1,012. The unofficial vote 
from four of the five locals in the 
district resulted as follows: Ahmeek, 
600 for.returning to work, 17 against; 
Calumet, 291 for, 3t>2 against; Han- 
cock, 491 for, 18 against; South Range, 
485 for, 90 against. 


Recognition of the union demanded 


of the mining companies is waived 
by the strikers in noting to return to 
work 
They claim that practically all 


their other demands have been com- 
plied with since the strike began. 
These included better working condi- 
tion, an 8-hour da> and a minimum 
daly wage of $3. 
-From the outset the operators ha\e 
declared that they would never recog- 
nize the Western Federation of Miners 
although they have maintained that 
they did not question the right of their 
employes to organi/c. Several thous- 
and men have been imported to fill 
the strikers places and tbe companies 
will be had pressed to find work for 
the returning strikers.

April 13.—The four gunmen convict- 
ed for the murder of Herman Rosen- 
than, died in the electric chair at 
Sing Sing prison at the 
break of 


dawn this Easter Monday morning. 
None confessed his guilt and none 
mentioned the name of Chas. Beck- 
er, the 
former 
police 
lieutenant 


found guilty of instigating the mur- 
der, but saved by court of appeals 
reversal. 
Of the four 
who 
died, 


Frank Seidenshner "Whitey Lewis" 
made the only statement. Even he 
did not flatly assert his innqpence. 


"Gentlemen," he 
mumbled, as 


they strapped him in the chair, "I 
did not shoot at Herman Rosenthal 
The men who say I did were per- 
jurers. 
For the sake 
of justice 


gentlemen, I say I didn't." The wit- 
ness Stannish"......

toward incident throughout the pro- 
cedure. AH walked quietly to 
the 


chair and only their quaking knees 
and the slightly green pallor of their 
face attested that the realization of 
death was upon them. 


William Cashin, Roman Catholic 


chaplin of the prison, accompanied 
"Dngo Frank" to the chair. With 
"Whitey Lewis" and "Gy the Blood" 
was Rabbi Joseph Goldstein- of New 
York. Rabbi Mayer Kopsteln. long 
the spiritual adviser of the Rosen- 
berg family, stood by "Lefty Louie." 
Priest and rabbi alike averted their 
drawn faces as they 
entered 
the 
chamber of death, 
struggling 
to 


control themselves as they intoned] 
a prayer for the dying. 


"Gentlemen" said 
Rabbi 
Gold-* 


stein, as he left the death chamber, 
"if you ask me whether the Jewlsbj 
boys were guilty, I will say, I do 
not know. They did not confess to 
me. As for the Italian, I do not be- 
lieve he was at the scene 
of the 


crime. I do not think any of them! 
should have been1 convicted on the 
testimony 
offered."

April 12. — lu the 
Shubert Masonic 
Theatre here this 
afternoon Pastor 
Russell presented 
his Photo-Drama 
of Creation. It is 
truly a wonderful 
presentation of the 
Bible narrative. 
Nothing of the 
kind has ever be- 
fore been shown 
here. It is iuter- 


e-rtlng to the point of fascination. One 
desires to see it over and over again. 


It is DOW reported successful in more j 


than thirty of the best theatres of the ] 
principal cities, where crowds are tb« I 
rale. Over 35,000 attend in one day, I 
and the numbers are rapidly rising. 


In the forenoon Pastor Russell deliv- 


ered" n discourse on "The Chiefest Res- 
urrection," from the text, "There shall 
be a resurrection of the dead, both of 
the jubt and the unjust."—Acts 24:15. 


The Pastor remarked that Easter 


Sunday, throughout the civilized world, 
stands as the reminder of the resurrec- 
tion of Jesus; and yet there has perhaps 
never been a" time when the professed 
followers of *Jesus have believed less 
in the Resurrection of the Dead than 
at present. This shows a great falling 
away from the faith ouce delivered to 
the saints. The Resurrection hope is 
the great hope which the Bible sets be- 
fore mankind. 


The Pastor cited various Scriptures 


to prove that death is the penalty of 
sin—the curse which came upon Adam 
aud all his race because of Adanfs dis- 
obedience to God in Eden. He showed 
that God's promise to roll away th« 
curse, and to give blessing Instead, in- 
cludes e"very member of the human 
family. He reasoned, and produced Bi- 
ble proofs In support, that the bless- 
ing of all the families of the earth, 
therefore, will mean the resurrection 
of the dead—the resurrection of Adam 
and every member of his race. 


The earliest information 'on God'a 


part that He would do anything for 
man's recovery from the death sen- 
tence, was given when our first parents 
were expelled from Eden. There God 
vaguely declared that at some future 
time the Seed of the woman should 
braise the serpent's head. This was 
merely a ray of hope, with no intima- 
tion of how it would be accomplished. 


God'a first definite statement of what 


He purposed to do for Adam and his 
race was made to Abraham two thou- 
sand years after sin had entered tbe 
World. To Abraham God made kuown 
His future good Intentions tirward 
Adam and all of his posterity. 
He 


aatd, "I purpose to bless all the fam- 
ilies of tbe earth. Walk before Me 
and be thoa fnithful; and tbe blessing 
shall, rome to the human 
famllv 


tluimvli UMW yiul thy |M>»turtty." 
Aft- 


vt Attrnliuni had endured tents, God 
oonflimed tbe previous assurance* and 
«nve His oatb to prove tbe certainty 
of the whole matter.' Tbo words were: 
"In tbee and In thy Seed shall all tb* 
ftttnlllea of tbe earth be Messed." 


The Law Covenant and Shadow. 


God knew, when He made tbe Prom- 


ise to Abraham, that hi* Spiritual Seed, 
The Christ, would not appear even In 
flte flest for more thau two thousand 
year*. He knew also that It would be 
nearly two thousand years after that 
before the Spiritual Seed would be giv- 
en the necessary power and authority, 
to bind. Satan and to release tbe slaves 
of sin from the tomb and from the 
shackles o&lgnorance, superstition and 
weakness. But it was neither neces- 
sary uor expedient that all this should 
be told to Abraham. It was sufficient 
that tbe friend of God should know of 
a surety that a blessing was coming, 
and that bis seed would be Identified 
with that work of blessing mankind. 


God did, indeed, give a typical lesson 


respecting tbe fact that there would 
be two seeds of Abraham; one, Heaven- 
ly, and tbe other, earthly. Without ex- 
plaining tbe matter to Abraham, God 
stated it so that i't would be written 
aforetime, for tbe information of the 
Household of Faith of this Gospel Age. 
He said. "Thy Seed shall be as the 
stars of Heaven, and as the sand of 
the seashore." 
One of these seeds 


would be developed under tbe Law—by 
being required to obey tbe Divltfe Law, 
and thus being helped up toward per- 
fection. Tbe other Seed, tbe Heaven- 
ly, would be by grace, not by Law. 
Good works would be accounted to th« 
Heavenly Seed on the basis of faith. 


St Paul calls our attention to them 


two seeds, and assures us that tbe 
Promise of God made to Abraham ap- 
pertains to both the Heavenly, Spirit- 
ual Seed, and the earthly, human-na- 
ture class. His words are: "Therefore 
it is of faith, that it might be by 
grace; to the end that the Promise 
might be sure to all the seed; not to 
that only which is of the Law, but to 
that also which Is of the faith of Abra- 
ham."—Romans 4:16. 


God allowed. Abraham's posterity, 


through Jacob, to go down to Egypt 
and there to become a nation of bond- 
men. 
, Later, He brought them to 


Mount Sinai, where He made a Law 
Covenant with them, Moses .serving as 
Its Mediator. 
Ita that Covenant God 


promised that if the Israelites would 
keep His Law perfectly He would use 
them as His holy nation for the bless- 
ing of all nations. But God knew that 
Israel could not keep that Covenant 
into which they entered. 


God had a double purpose in entering 


into that Covenant with Israel. (1) it 
served to show them that they were 
sinners, who could not keep the Law 
and who could not be blessed them- 
selves by anything that they could do; 
and that hence they could not expect 
to be used of God in the blessing of 
other peoples. Additionally, it taught 
a similar lesson to all others who 
would subsequently know about the 
arrangement. That one great Jesson 
was that God's Law is perfect, and 
obedience to it requires perfection, and 
that no* man is perfect; hence no man 
is able to keep the Law of God; hence 
no man is entitled to eternal life; -for 
God purposes to give eternal life only 
to tbe perfect 


(2) Another object was that the Law 


Covenant and everything appertaining 
thereto were typical, and pointed for- 
ward to glorious antitypes, wbicb 
would bring hi the real blessings. 


The Antitypes Far Superior. 


The Law Covenant typified the New 


Law -Covenant of the future, which 
will be In operation for all the families 
of the earth during tbe thousand years 
of Christ's reign. Tbe Mediator of that 
New Covenant will be the antitype of

smile with which she had intended 
greeting him.

COST OF A BOY. 
(By MRS. ELLA A. BORL.E, President 


New York State W. C. T. U.) 


If I were to place a money value on 


what that' mother does for the boy 
from the time he is born until he te 
twenty-one years of age, I am not put- 
ting it too high when I assert it is 
worth say two dollars a week—you 
could not hire it done for that—which 
means that the mother has invested in 
tile boy from the time he was born 
until he. is twenty-one years of age 
more than twenty-one hundred dollars 
in hard work. 


What has the father done for tjje 


boy? He has provided the home, the 
food and lodging, paid the doctor's 
bills, paid for his books, his clothes, 
his schooling, and his bills when he 
went to college, so that when I make 
the average" amount expended by the 
father $100 plr year my estimate is 
low. This means that when the boy 
has reached twenty-one years of age 
his father and mother have expended 
upon him in cash and hard labor more 
than $4,000.- 


If I had a bouse valued at $4,000 


and some one were to destroy it by 
fire, I would have the man arrested 
and sent to the penitentiary, but if I 
had a boy, and a house, I would a 
thousand times rather some one would 
set fire to my house and burn it to 
the ground than have the saloon get 
hold of my boy and ruin hid body and 
soul. Wouldn't you? 


SMALL PROFIT TO FARMER. 


The manufacturers of intoxicating 


liquors 
quite frequently -represent 


themselves as indispensable to the 
farmers, on account of the market 
they afford him for his grain. 
But 


investigation shows that only a very 
small part of the farmers' total prod- 
ucts are taken by the breweries and 
distilleries. For Instance, during the 
fiscal year ending June SO, 1911, 114,* 
509,855 bushels of barley, wheat, rye, 
corn and oats were used In making al- 
coholic liquors. 
But the 
farmers 


raised, during the year 1910, a total 
of 5,143,187,000 bushels of these same 
grains and this shows that the liquor 
traffic uses less than two and a half 
per cent, of the five leading grain 
crops of the land. For every bus'.el 
of grain used by the breweries and 
distilleries more than forty-four and 
three-fifths bushels are used fcr legiti- 
mate food ;purpooea.—Prof. John A. 
Nlcholls.
